lor physique in an enemy, provide a 
| record that would have 4»een incredi­ 
ble before 1914. Thousands of Eng- 
I lish, French, Italian 
and 
Russian 
prisoners of war have been deliber- 
[ ately done to death by* a combination 
of overwork and starvation. 
Under 
the tire of their fellow-countrymen'? 
guns, they have been driven in gangs 
like slaves to labour on their enemy*« 
defences... When hardly 
able 
to 
move through weakness, they 
have 
l>een beaten or stabbed with bayon­ 
ets to force them to further effort. 
One of the German methods with 
Russian prisoners has been to hang 
them by* their wrists to a stake with 
their feet off the ground.

very literel form of crucifixion there 
is overwhelming evidence.

who recently escaped from Germany 
after being worked for nearly three 
years behind the German 
lines in 
France, gave evidence of this devel­ 
opment in his, official 
examination 
The whole of his evidence is inter­ 
esting, but much of it may not be re­ 
produced. 
His powers of observa­ 
tion and clearness of judgment were 
such that he had military informa 
tion to give of more 
than ordinary 
value. 
From -this it may be deduced 
that his perfectly Straight-forward 
and unim-passioned statements eon 
erning his own treatment and that 
of other prisoners may also be ac- 
epted without reservation. 
There 
s little in the evidences that has not 
been reported again and again ex- 
*ept the substitution of 
wire 
for 
rope in “crucifixion”. 
When this prisoner s party arrived 
at the western front in 1915 it was 
one of the first batches to he put to 
work under tire. At first the men re­ 
fused. 
As a measure of 
coercion 
they were beaten with 
rifle 
butts, 
pricked with bayonets, and deprived 
of food. 
A small number of 
them, 
who still remained obdurate, were at 
Last sent back a distance of 15 kil­ 
ometers to weave revetments, gab­ 
ions, etc. 
(At a later 
stage 
they 
were marched forward 
again, and 
when they refused to work were one 
more attacked with rifle butts 
and 
bayonets. 
Finally they were 
sur­ 
rounded by a detachment ot cavalry, 
who pricked them with lanees^truek 
them with butt ends, and rode over 
them with their horses. 
At last they 
had to yield. 
Such treatment as «this was only a 
small part of their sufferings. 
In 
sipite of the excessive 
work, 
to 
which .they were driven like cattle, 
they were given less than the mod­ 
icum of food reasonable for subsis­ 
tence. 
Their total diet consisted of 
400 grams of bread <j»er day, turnip 
and water for dinner, and coffee for 
breakfast and supper. 
They were 
never given meat and never even po­ 
tatoes. 
Over-work combined 
with 
semi-starvation reduced them to ut­ 
ter feebleness and in appearance to 
walking skeletons. 
But toil was ne­ 
ver remitted. 
fn the ease of prisoners refusing 
to work on the 
enemy’s 
defenses, 
baibarons punishments were 
fre­ 
quently inflicted. 
Holes 
a 
metre 
deep were dug and filled with watey 
and men were made to stand in them 
for hours. 
But the worst 
devilry 
was 
“crucifixion”. 
The 
Russian 
prisoner whose report is here chron­ 
icled gives a drtailed description of 
this practice as applied to himself. 
He had attempted to escape and was 
caught.* As a punishment he 
was 
tied to a tree for three -hours. 
His 
wrists were twisted high behind his 
back and bound with thin 
wire to 
the tree. Thin wire was then drawn 
tightly below his knees, 
the 
loose 
root on wbich he stood was kicked 
away, and he was left hanging by his 
wrists. 
After 3 hours he lost con­ 
sciousness, 
was 
lowered 
to 
the 
ground, and was caned on feet un­ 
til he came to life again, »horthwith 
he was Iragged to the guard house 
where he remained in a dark cell tor 
22 days on bread and water. 
Only 
one, on the 12th day, was he allowed 
to ascend temporarily to the 
light. 
On th* expiration of his sentence 
he was put to work with others.Thev 
worked 15 hours daily, ID at heavy 
labor and 5 on lighter work in gar­ 
rison.

REO CROSS MARTYR 


KILLED BY SHELL 


The grave of Lieut. Edward If. Mc- 
Key, who was killed last June whll** on 
duty on the Italian front, where he had 
charge of an American Red Cross roll­ 
ing canteen, lies about a mile and a 
half behind the battle line on the lower 
Plave. 
It is a simple soldier’s grave, 
and only the American flag with which 
It la decorated distinguishes It from 
those of his Italian comrades In arms. 
The fine qualities displayed by the 
Italian soldiers so aroused Lieutenant 
McKey’s admiration that he gave free 
vent to his enthusiasm. 
“How splen­ 
didly the Italians ore fighting!” were 
the last words he uttered, for Just then 
an Austrian shell, exploding at their 
side, ended his life, at the same time 
seriously wounding Captain Colabnttla- 
tl. The latter, who has since received 
a decoration for valor, paid the highest 
tribute to the devotion of Lieutenant 
McKey, his enthusiasm and the tactful 
manner in which he performed his 
charitable mission among the soldiers. 
To quote his own words: “Let us ren­ 
der homage to the memory of this 
valiant American Red Cross officer, 
who died with words of enthusiasm for 
our soldiers on his lips. The Austrian 
shell which cut short his career has 
not silenced his voice. On the contra­ 
ry. the sacrifice of his life has fmmor- 
tallzed his words of praise for Italy's 
fighting men. 
It has also forged one 
more link between our country and his 
own.”

The peace conference must take 


such action as 
will 
rebuke 
Cier- 


many's ads 
of terror and spolia- 


tion. .President Wilson declared 
in 


an address here today. The presi- 
dent's plea was made in answer to 
an address of welcome by President 
Poincaire. 


President Wils*n staled that the 


world must be made 
aware 
that 


such acts which Germany ha- com- 
mitted could not lie bettered upon 
certainiiy oi' just punishment. 


"From the first," the 
president 


stated, "the thought of the people 
of theJoiited States as toward the 
outcome was something more than 
mere winning the war. 
They wish 


the establishment 
of

principals of right and justice. They 
realized that merely to win the war 
was not enough: that it ibe won in 
such a way as to insure the future
